As you will recall Miller was recently transferred from his job 
at the State Department to the old German Embassy where he is supposed to 
be reviewing matters which the State Department feel are unimportant and 
from which Miller could not obtain any information to pass on to his 'principal. 
According to Mr. Iyon Miller actually spends very little time at the Embassy, 
that is, he checks in in the morning and checks out at night but his activities 
during the day are not known. 


It is for this reason that Mr-. Iyon iculd like to be informed of 
the actions of .Miller, that is, whether he is in contact during the day with 
individuals associated with Russian espionage matters . Mr. Iyon has not 
requested a surveillance on Miller but merely a review of the Bureau’s many 
sources to see if it would be possible to learn his daytime activities. 

In view of this request it is suggested that this memorandum be 
referred to the Internal Security Section so that an appropriate check may 
be made of the various technical logs to see if it is possible to identify 
Miller’s activities which are now unknown to the State Department. liaison 
Section should be informed of any information developed so that it may be 
personally passed on to Mr. Iyon.
